A three-man National

•The boat's owner, Tom 


Walton, 29, said he "wish- 
ed the shark wasn't 
there," because of dam- 
age it did to the 18-foot 


wide, 400-foot long net he 
and two crewmen were 
using to catch sea bass. 


Nevertheless, Walton is 


negotiating with unidenti- 
fied marine biologists for 
sale of the great white, 
now in cold storage at a 
San Pedro fish company. 


Jerry Goldsmith, cura- 


tor of Marineland of the 
Pacific in Rancho Palos 
Verdes, examined the fish 
and verified it was a great 
white, the same man-eat- 
ing variety that terrorizes 
a. New England resort in 
this summers hit movie 
"Jaws." 


The shark was the third 


great white to he caught in 
Southern California waters 
in the past week. This was 
the smallest of the three 
but the closest to shore. 


Experts could not im- 


mediately be reached for 
comment on whether the 
presence of a young shark 
so close to the popular re- 
sort and skin- diving com- 
munity of Laguna Beach 
meant larger sharks could 
be lurking there, too.

A three-judge Los An- 


geles Superior Court panel 
Friday reversed the crimi- 
nal convictions of Lock- 
heed Shipbuilding and 
Construction Co. and two 
company executives in the 
deaths of 17 workers in a 
tunnel explosion at Sylmar 
in 1971. 


The company was found 


guilty in 1973 by a munici- 
pal court jury in a 54-week 
trial, longest in history for 
that court. 


The appellate panel, 


composed of Superior 
Court Judges John Holms, 
Arthur Marshall and,Ar- 
thur Alarcon, reversed the 
verdict mainly on techni- 
cal legal grounds. 


IT SAID that Municipal 


Court 
Judge - George 


Trammell III failed to 
niake certain points clear 
in his instructions to .the 
jury, hurting Lockheed's 


chances of a fair trial. 


"After the fire and the 


explosion, remedial meas- 
ures were undertaken by 
Lockheed," the ruling 
stated. "The prosecution 
attempted to introduce 
such remedial measures 
into evidence." 


Trammell, however, ex- 


cluded testimony of a fire 
chief who said even if such 
remedial measures 
had 


been taken before the 
explosion, "the 
tragedy 


nevertheless would have 
occurred." The appellate 
judges held that Trammell 
contradicted himself in 
telling the jury about the 
extent of Lockheed's li- 
ability in complying with 
state safety regulations in 
building the "tunnel.

Its 
basic problem is that, al- 
though it is surrounded by 
cities, it considers itself 
and is considered by its 
neighbors as an island, 
'probably in the southwest 
Pacific. 


Cross a street in Long 


Beach and you are in 
Compton. But few citizens 
of Long Beach seem to 
care about Compton. Some 
seem to doiibt its exist- 
ence. But gunfire and 
venereal disease can and 
does spill across that 
boundary. 


The "islander" complex 


is very strong in Compton. 
"This our city," they seem 
to say. "We couldn't care 
less about Long Beach and 
Lynwood and Paramount 
and Downey." 


AS CONDITIONS have be- 
come worse Compton has 
become subdivided 
into 


tiny islands. The affluent 
middle class 
surrounds 


gracious 
homes 
with 


chain-link fences. There 
are super-locks, burglar 
alarms, fierce guard dogs, 
barred windows and fire- 
arms. They have walled 
the rest of the community 
outside —they hope. 


Compton a few years 


ago was a* predominantly 
white middle-class city. 
The black middle class 
mpyed In — and the white 
middle class began to de- 
part. Arid then poor people 
— mostly black and some 
chicano, together with 
some Indians and people 
from the Pacific islands 
came.' 
' ' 


Many of the poor were 


dreadfully poor — refu- 
gees, usually with several 
previous slops, from the 
cotton fields of the .deep 
South. Functional illitera- 
cy was high. Often hus- 
bands were missing; hard- 
pressed mothers did what 
they could. 


The children grow up on 


the streets. The gang is 
their only home. Guns and 
narcotics are their way of 
life. They are. doomed .to 
inflicting suffering and in 
turn .to suffer, probably in 
state prison. . 


All this is unnecessary, 


as the wiser leaders of 
Compton know. It can be 
checked and reversed but 
it will take sound organ- 
ization and a certain 
amount of money. And it 
cannot be reversed with- 
out the cooperation of gov- 
ernments and neighbors. 
So far even" the govern- 
mental agencies in Comp- 
ton have not squarely 
faced up to the challenge. 


ONE WISHES all suc- 


cess to Concerned Chris- 
tians of Comnloh. But they 
should realize that as 
much as Compton stands 
in need of prayer it will 
take much more than 
piety if Compton is to be- 
come a fit place to live. 


A YEAR FOR 
REPENTANCE 


Many.churches individ- 


ually and collectively are 
planning gaudy observ- 
ances for the nation's 
200th anniversary. 


Perhaps some churches 


should precede the festival 
with a period of repent- 
ance, a kind of patriotic 
Lent. Some have not serv- 
ed America well in recent 
years. 


It is true that pastors 


have a prophetic role. 
There'comes a time when 
even the most placid soci- 
ety clergyman should, like 
Nathan of old, thunder 
"Thou art the man, 0 
king!"' 


But of late too many 


have indulged in nagging 
badmputhing against the 
America which gave them 
freedom. Because all is 
not perfect they imply that 
all is evil. They seem to 
have lost sight of the 
American dream and the 
successes which resulted 
from it. 


Fortunately such chur- 


chlings are Hew, but they 
mako- an 
inordinate 


amount of noise. 


They should think about 


what is right with our na- 
tion and cry. some V.Mca 
Culpas" for their negative 
altitudes.

'Contented Discontent

I met a wonderful man. 


'This man has'a streak of 
genius for not only is he 
contented — he is also dis- 
contented. And anyone 
who is contented without 
also being constructively 
discontented is not a truly 
organized individual. 
. 'This man, a taxi driver 
iriNew York City, took me 
to Kennedy International 
Airport. Upon entering the 
cab I noticed how spotless- 
ly clean it was — immacu- 
late, as was the driver 
himself. 


Driving along we lis- 


tened to the morning radio 
•news in which was a brief 
recapitulation of a speech 
made the night before by 
..the governor of the stale. 
It was an impassioned 
declaration that he, the 
.governor, was committed 
to driving all rats out of 
New York City. 
'The driver flipped off 
the radio saying, "I don't 
know whether the Cover- 


,, nor knows how to get rid 
' • of'rats. But -I do. In fact, ! 


used to live in a ghetto 
section 
of 
Manhattan. 


But," he declared, "there 
were never any rats in my 
house." 
. ."How come?" I asked. 
• "Because our house was 
cjeah, spotlessly clean. 
And I' mean .clean. My 
wife is a terrific house- 
keeper. She hates dirt and 
so there just wasn't any 
dirt in our place. It doesn't 
make any difference how 
poor and dirty a neighbor- 
hood may be, there is no 
excuse for your own house 
not being clean. And," he 
added, "since my wife and 
I- believe cleanliness is 
next to Godliness we had a 
clean house." 


This surprising disserta- 


. -tibn'continued, "Rats only 


come ,where there is filth. 
• So'.'get' rid of filth and 
. tliat's the end of the rats. 
"But"there is another way 
to outsmart rats. Wher- 
ever there was any kind of 
"aliening I just filled it with 
•shattered glass. That 
makes it so tough for a rat 
that he gets discouraged 


and bypasses your place." 


Even in a so-called 


ghetto neighborhood this 
man asserted he had a 
plain but beautiful apart- 
ment. "I was a contented 
man," he smiled broadly, 
"and why not' Lovely 
wife, good kids and a nice 
home? What more could 
you ask? ! was a contend- 
ed man— " 


"But ... " and then 


came good old creative 
discontent. "I 
wanted 


something better: a house 
out of town with grass and 
trees and flowers. So I 
worked hard and saved 
my money and one of my 
passengers, an investment 
man, gave me an idea on 
how to invest carefully the 
little 1 had and what do, 
you know?" 
! 


"O.K., what?" 1 asked 


fascinated by this story of 
good old American self- 
reliance. Well, he got his 
house — on Long Island it 
is. It had a few trees and a 
beat-up lawn and no 
flowers. The man knew 
nothing about how to 
make a lawn or grow 
flowers. But he sent off to 
the state university and 
got some pamphlets on 
flower and grass culture. 
And a Sunday newspaper 
supplement gave him tips 
on gardening. Eventually 
he had a lawn and a gar- 
den that was the talk of 
the neighborhood. So 
much so that all the envi- 
ous housewives on the 
street pressured their hus- 
bands to get to work gar- 
dening. An entire neigh- 
borhood was transformed 
into a place of beauty. 


"Wonderful," 
I said, 


"positively 
wonderful! 


Isn't it something — what 
a human being can do if 
he wants to, if he really is 
motivated by contentment 
powered by discontent? 
Someone who doesn't wait 
for a government housing 
program but who gets 
going on his own housing 
program?"

Seamen's Center offers 
stability for r earners

While fund-raising is the 


stated 
purpose 
of a 


concert-barbccue-art show 
to be held Sunday after- 
noon on the grassy green 
yard of San Pedro's Epis- 
copal Seamen's Center, 
other equally good reasons 
[or calling together the 
many friends of this D4- 
ycar-old waterfront insti- 
tution easily can be found. 


Or so says the center's 


executive 
director-chap- 


lain, the Rev. Arthur' R. 
Bartlett, "Father Art" to 
thousands of merchant 
seamen of many lands and 
faiths who every year 
make good use of the 
many services provided in 
a modern facility over- 
looking Los Angeles Har- 
bor's main channel. 


"The money's of impor- 


tance, of course," 
Fr. 


Bartlett said during an 
interview this week. "We 
plan to use it in putting up 
a neon sign to alert seafar- 
ers coming up the channel 
that we're here. 


"But you know," he 


laughed. "The big thing is 
to bring together our 
friends on a social basis. 
This is something we like 
to do several times a 
year." 


ALTHOUGH its official 


title indicates an official 
position within the church, 
and even though Fr. Art is 
an ordained. Episcopal 
priest, the name of this 
very ecumenical center at- 
101 W. llth St. more often 
than not comes out simply 
as "Seamen's Center." 
Which is as it should be, 
Bartlett opines. 


This eeumencity clearly 


will be on display during 
the 2-5 p.m. fundraiser, 
featuring as it will the 
musicianship of a soon-fo- 
be-ordained 
Lutheran 


minister, Ronald Jay 
Bolinger. For the past 
year, this near-graduate of 
•Luther Theological Semi- 
nary and holder of a 
bachelor's degree in music 
from St. Olaf College, has 
been completing an intern- 
ship in seamen's mission 
work with the Episcopa- 
lians. 


A classical organist and 


holder of numerous signifi-

ant musical credits, he is 
expected to intersperse 
lighter selections into a 
Johan Sebastian Bach-ori- 
ented program. Oh display 
— and sale, with the insti- 
tute benefiting — will be 
works by Harbor-South 
Bay artists. 


I.os Angeles' emerging 


waterfront was primitive 
when the center first was 
organized in 1881, said 
Bartlett, a man clearly 
knowledgeable of his insti- 
tution's history. Rattle- 
snake Island 
loomed 


above a low horizon, and 
decades must pass before 
dynamite splintered Dead- 
man's Island. Shallow 
channels ended in marshy 
tidal sloughs far inland. 


A SAILOR'S lot 
was 


harshly demanding in a 
time when steam engines 
were beginning to chal- 
lenge sail for domination 
of the world's seaways. Of 
all his needs, perhaps 
paramount, was (he neces- 
sity for finding a stable, 
permanent, ubobtrusively 
helpul anchorage ashore, 
Sadly, books of the time 
indicate, Jack too often 


was victimized instead of 
helped on the Beacon 
Streets or Barbary Coasts 
of that day. 


Today's breed of seafar- 


.er is changing rapidly, 
Bartlett noted. Watchkeep- 
ing in the old style, with 
four hours on, four off, in- 
creasingly is disappear- 
ing. 
A small selected 


group of men steer their 
ship while other crew- 
mates become what might 
be called 8-to-5 "day work- 
ers," gauge watchers and 
button pushers aboard 
vessels increasingly auto- 
mated. 


But with all fhese differ- 


ences, basic needs of the 
contemporary 
seaman 


aren't all that different 
from 
great-grandfather's. 


And they are commodities 
the center continues to 
provide — in a style obvi- 
ously more sophisticated 
than those prevailing in 
1881. 


"MEN 
WHO move 


around the world need 
stability, a stable spot that 
will be the same when 
they return," said the 
English-born Bartlett, who 
has lived in or close to San 


Pedro since being brought 
there at age 4. 


In a time when Crew B 


goes aboard ship while 
Crew.A is departing after 
a long voyage, there can 
be new problems. Wives 
and children following 
their men .may need'aid; 
during a cruise the family 
often lacks information 
about their loved one. 
Services such as these in- 
creasingly are offered by 
the center. It can provide 
convenient postal pickup 
and forwarding accommo- 
dations; supply reading 
material to ships; be that 
unchanging magnet to a 
generation of seafarers. 
. But what about the reli- 
gious aspects? Father Art 
grinned as he replied: 


"When the center was 


built in 1959, we wanted 
wide open areas. We also 
decided to bring together 
a man's two needs — the 
secular and things of the 
spirit." .. 


Following this philoso- 


phy, St.^Nicholas', the pa- 
tron saint of sailors, 
beautiful little chapel was 
built adjoining the center 
but separate from it. For 
as Bartlett put it: 


"A visitor can turn right 


— to the chapel. Or left to 
the center. Or both. We do 
not try to heavily influ- 
ence that decision." 


BARTLETTa 
graduate 


of then-Long Beach State 
College and the Episcopal 
Church Divinity School of 
the Pacific in Berkeley, 
offers traditional Anglican 
Eucharists, along with 
morning and evening 
prayer services, regular 
Bible classes through the 
week. 


As other ministers, he 


marries, baptizes and 
buries, counsels the dis- 
traught, supervises a 
physical plant and, in the 
words of an admiring 
volunteer, "has 
to' be 


driven away with a base- 
ball bat on his days off."

My Mother used to tell 


us children, "You have to 
live with yourself and so 1 
want you to be fit for your- 
self to know.',' If we did 
this, she was' sure we 
would end up respecting 
and loving ourselves. 
'. THIRD, our next piece 
of the puzzle is SURVIV- 
AL, or love of life. One of 
my sisters was a nurse. 
Part of her training was in 
. a foundling hospital. One . 
of the young babies, seem- 
ed to be dying in spite of 
all the medical attention 
they could give her. 


Finally, out of despera- 


tion, the hospital called in 
an outside specialist. 
Everyone waited for this 
doctor to finish his exami- 
nation and \vrite his pre- 
scription'.

Garaudy, a 'noted 
French scholar, has long 
been a Communist, and 
still is. But after extensive 
participation in' Marxist- 
Christian dialogues, he 
now declares he also is a 
Christian. 


It was a subtle, thought-, 


ful transition, of a distinc- 
tive kind.

. He doesn't link it direct- 
ly to 'the discussions of 
recent years with believ- 
ers, but he does say that 
exa rn inin g t h e i r theolo gi- ' 
cal works has firmed up 
his own belief. 


'•T am Christian," he 


writes in a book recently 
published in Paris. "My 
life as a man began when t 
I became, a revolutionary 
activist ....My life took on 
its full sense when I dis- 
covered, in faith, the foun- 
dation of my revolutionary 


' action." '. 


Garaudy, a philosopher, 


art historian,, poet'and 
professor of .esthetics at 
the University of Poetiers, 
France, regularly has 
argued the affinity be- 
tween Christian idealism 
and Marxism, despite the 
letter's avowed atheism. 


'"We must dream,'" he 


quotes Lenin. 


Indeed, Garaudy says 


that the resurrection of 
Christ from death holds up 
the highest vision of revo- 
lutionary possibility <— 
"the liberating good news: 
all things are possible." 


There, is a "constant 


possibility of 
surpassing 


the present," he says, a 
beckoning goal he calls 
transcendence. 
"Reality 


does not only consist of 
what already exists, but 
also of all that does not 
yet exist, all that is lack- 
ing.".

. He says the "Biblical 
premise of transcendence 
is the basic premise of all 
revolutionary 
activity," 


but that it took Marxism 
"to remind Christians that 
the future of the earth was 
their business." 


Garaudy, for 25 years a 


French Communist party 
activist who had risen to 
its politburo as a top party 
theoretician, was expelled 
in 1970 for "anti-Soviet" 
views sharply critical of 
Stalinism, but remains a 
Communist,

Staring blindly at— or from— the Grand Canyon, 


Snow. Summit, municipaJ piers here and in Santa 
Monica along, with the Queen Mary, for instance, 
these device's often belo.ng to an optical specialty firm 
such as Long Beach's Sight Instruments, owners and 
operators of 'scopes at these five scenic sites. 


SI in fact-only recently completed installation of 


11 'sites along the Grand Canyon's South Rim, a n ' 
achievement filling founder-president Roger J. Jesme 
with especial pride. It.was no-quick, easy task to 
bring about repeal of a National Park Service rule, 
promulgated in 1923, that prohibited 'coin-operated 
telescopes, required all such visual aids to be pro- 
vided without charge. 


Food, beverages, cigarets and other mercantile 


items'are sold— often from vending machines— in 
the great national parks or historic preserves. This 
rule, surviving from another.era, clearly seemed 
discriminatory' to Jesme, a Long Beach resident 
:since.childhood. 


-' .A CAMPAIGN he mounted to erase it took lime 


and correspondence with park officials and legisla- 
tors, some of whom. ultimately were to lend their 
support.-Jesme argued that no-fee telescopes, where 
installed, are truly discriminatory toward the major- 
ity.of visitors who may be denied a chance to see the 
sights by a monopolizing minority.

Besides which, tightly budgeted national parks, 


now forced to levy visitor fees in order to meet their 
overhead, could use additional-revenue from.-a device 
providing fun^and-learning for all in the family.

Je.smc view prevailed— and telescopes were readied 
.only 12 weeks ago so visitors may view with better

Flood-protection plan under study 


A revised.plan to increase flood ' 


protection along Santa Ana River 
and its vast three-county watershed 
is being studied. 


The newly created Santa Ana 


River Flood .Protection Agency is 
seeking to solidify support for the 
new plan, which is designed to 
overcome objections of local inter- 
ests to the original protection pack- 
age. 


The plan was unveiled by Ed 


Just, former mayor of Fountain 
Valley, who is executive director of 
the new agency.

He said the Army Corps .of 


Engineers' flood protection plan for 
the Santa Ana River and the major 
creeks feeding it will be slightly 
altered.

sloped sides on the river levees,

Army engineers said, flood flow 
handling capacity could be materi- 
ally increased. And, by increasing 
the height of the levees, the han- 
dling capacity could be further en- 
larged, lie said.

feet instead of 34 feet. 


The city of Corona objected to

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Hard times yet 
city workers 
get pay hikes

In a year which city officials . 


are calling one of the tightest 
money periods ever, pay increases 
for Southland community employes 
are ranging from five to 10 per 
cent. 


Negotiations between city gov- 


ernments and employe associations 
are dragging on longer than nor- 
mal, with cities such as Huntington 
Beach entering the fiscal year with 
the majority of their employes un- 
signed. 


LONG BEACH leads the pay 


increase list, with 10 per cent, and 
Seal Beach gave its employes five 
per cent raises. 


Robert Matthews, director of 


labor relations for Long Beach, 
said public safety employes—po- 
lice, fire and lifeguards—will' get 
six per cent July 1 and another four 
per cent Jan. 1 of the 1975-76 fiscal 
year.

Other Long Beach, municipal 


workers will receive seven per cent 
in July and three per cent in Janu- 
ary, Matthews said. The city has 
approximately 5,000 workers. 


Lakewood gave its 215 em- 


ployes seven per cent.and.an in- 
crease in medical 
insurance 


coverage, City Manager .Milton 
Farrellsaid. 


BELLFLOWER has just 60 full- 


time workers and no employes as- 
sociation, Steve de Graaf, assistant 
to the city administrator said. The 
council granted a six per cent boost 
after the city management present- 
ed the employes' case. 


Paramount, like Bellflower, has 


no employes association. That city 
gave its workers 6.5 per cent and 
City- Administrator Harry Bond 
noted that "a midyear adjustment 
is not out of the question." 


Cerritos, Cypress and Hunting- 


ton Beach are all in negotiating 
sessions with their employes. Po- 
licemen in Huntington Beach,- how- 
ever, signed for a 10 per cent boost 
after a brief slowdown.

CERRITOS Assistant City Man-

Seal Beach's 160 employes 


agreed to. a five per cent wage 
increase, and City Administrator

quicker this year."' 


Los Angeles County employes 


were granted raises averaging 
seven percent with a four per cent 
boost in fringe benefits in May.

and" engineering technicians who 
got average pay raises of 7 per 
cent. A pact also was reached with 
a unit of 1,522 building trade crafts- 
men who got an average hike of 5.7 
per cent, he said. The same in- 
crease was recommended for 221 
supervisory blue collar workers. 


Nesvig noted the total cost of 


the raises for the 10 months from 
'the Sept. 1 to June 30, 1976, was 
included in more than $100 million 
which was set aside for employe 
increases in the county's 1975-76 
budget. 


Engineering employes 
and 


craftsmen generally get their annu- 
al pay hikes Sept. 1 while the rest 
of the county's 80,000 work force 
gels its raises July 1. 


In addition to the straight pay 


increase the engineering and craft 
employes benefited from a liberal- 
ized pension and health insurance 
program worth about 4 per cent 
which was approved by the board 
earlier this year.

The 11- 
day no-picketing restriction will en-

The company was unable to get 


longshoremen to unload the con- 
tainers and barges because the

Lorenz added: "He's 


flying about the state 
trying to refute these 
charges in a very undigni- 
fied way for a governor, 
loosing attacks on me for 
a substitute to developing 
a jobs program." 


The, Harvard

" School 
graduate, 
said 


Brown contradicted him- 
self by complaining that 
Lorenz could not come up 
with job answers, and then 
admitting that the prob- 
lem is basically national. 


"Brown is saying differ- 


ent things. On one hand, 
he. fired Jim Lorenz be- 
cause • he was not doing 


anything; on the other 
hand he's "saying nothing 
can be done," said Lorenz, 
who was a. founder of the 
California Rural Legal As- 
sistance group in the 
1960s. 


Specifically, Lorenz 


offered these examples of 
what he calls Brown's 
mishandling of the effort 
to create jobs: 


—The state had $18 mil- 


lion in Law Enforcement 
Assistance Act money in 
fiscal 1975 and $48 million 
could have been spent in 
fiscal 1976. Lorenz.said he 
and Gray Davis, Brown's 
top aide, "worked for a 
month and a half on how 
to set up a program. Noth- 
ing was done by the gover- 
nor except one $5.1 million 
grant to two school dis- 
tricts. He let the rest go 
into hardware" such as 
radios and closed-circuit 
TV systems. 


"When I asked an aide 


why he had made that 
decision, he said, 'It was 
too complicated; he got 
bored with it.' 


"He has such a short 


attention span. There was 
$66 million in funds that 
could have gone to unem- 
ployment. It would not 
have solved the problem, 
but it would have helped a 
little bit." 


—Brown's failure to 


make appointments to a 
planning council that ad- 
vises on expenditures of 
federal .Department of 
Labor funds is holding up 


$6 million that California 
could use to develop jobs. 
"I tried for two months to 
get those appointments 
through, but no go;" 


—Brown's failure to ap- 


point a Washington repre- 
sentative for the state to 
lobby for federal con- 
tracts. "We'll continue fo 
be at a disadvantage to, 
s'ay, Texas, which has a 
lower unemployment rate 
than we have, if they con- 
tinue 
to 
pump 
for 


contracts and we do noth- 
ing." 


Lorenz said Brown is 


slow to make decisions be- 
cause he "insists on one- 
•man rule and doesn't dele- 
gate authority. Decisions 
are made one at a time. 
One issue at a time. It's 
particularly bad because 
often the issue is the latest 
one arising in the press. 
One day it's malpractice, 
the next day jobs." 


Last Sunday, during 


Brown's trip to inspect the 
California Ecology Corps 
to determine if it can be 
expanded, the 
governor 


said one reason he fired 
Lorenz was Lorenz' failure 
in six months to come up 
with a report on the corps. 


"That's totally incor- 


rect," snapped Lorenz. 
"(Resources Secretary) 
Claire Dedrick was so 
unenthusiastic about that 
program that they cut 
$600,000 from it, which 
Brown later replaced.

(AP) — Five servicemen 
stumbled to the lip of this 
volcanic crater Friday to 
finish their 117-mile hike- 
for-charity through Death 
Valley with shouts of joy 
and drinks of champagne.

Aching joints and mus- 


cles were forgotten in the 
spirit of triumph as the 
men danced jigs, hugged 
each other and took swigs 
from what was left of a 
bottle of champagne after 
pouring it on each other's 
heads. 


Two of the hikers ran to 


the bottom of this 500-foot- 
deep crater in their exu- 
berance. 


"We were really hurting 


through the night," said S/ 


Sgt. Bill Burr. "We cover- 
ed 20 miles, but had to 
take a four-hour rest 
break about halfway. But 
no one had any thoughts of 
dropping out. It was go, 
all go." 


The victory was parti- 


cuarly sweet for Burr. He 
was forced to drop out 
only miles short of the 
goa! last year by heart 
trouble, which struck 
again earlier in the six- 
day trek. Much of the 
hikers' last rest period 
was a wait for Burr's 
chest pains to fade. 


Last year S/Sgt. Mike 


McCoy was forced to stop 
with Burr. He was on this 
trip and when they reach- 
ed the crater lip, leaped
